this common error should be explained. 
Mr. Jnannotte would have been, saved all 
his annoyance if bet had shown his re- 
ceipted tax hill, to the city treasurer in- 
stead of to Officer Jones.

bln a.nd his grandson, Corbln Edgell, a 
youth of about 14 yeiLTS, with thelatter|s 
tutor, Dr. Kungcr, left the Citrbln house, 
about Ii4 miles northwest of this village, 
for a nslnirig trip to .Cornish mountain. 
Tlie team, a. hitherto kind, though lively, 
pair ot horses, was In charge of John 
Stokes.who.haa been Mi1. Corbln's coach- 
man both, here and. in Nevy. York £or 
years. But the horses were hitched up 
yesterday for the first time, perhaps, 
without blinders. It Is thought that Mr. 
L'orbln. opened a sunshade Just as they 
drove,.awajn from the yard. The horses 


once.started to run. and became un-- 


manageable: They ran down'1 the "de- 
scending 'western driveway at a terrlBc 
sjieed, and at the turn into the main road 
all were-thrown violently, while the 
horses kept the road. Dr. Kungor was 
thrown completely over the .wall, and 
landed on plowed ground. He received 
severe- bruises and a-fracture. .Touns 
Edgell suffered a fracture of the leg and 
wrist. •

Stokes evidently .struck, a tree, as 


one of the first to arrive on the^scene ex- 
pressed it, his body was. completely 
wound around the tree. He died about 
S o'clock. Mr. Corbln struck the1 stone 
wall with frightful force, and was ter- 
rlhly cut and bruised about his head, and 
one .of his legs was broken crushed so 
that the bones'protruded .through., the 
flesh. .He was able to speak when Mr. 
TVoodbury, his farmer, who was near by,' 
reached him, but he soon lost conscious- 
ness, and remained In that condition 
most ol the time until 10:18,- when he 
breathed his last.

Austin Corbin, who recently attained

He was 
the practical ruler of an island of greater 
area and .population than many Euro- 
pean, kingdoms could boast of half a 
century'ago, and lie was at the head of 
another great railroad system that grid- 
irons the richest coal district in the 
country.

Corbin rose to his opulent position. 
He 


was born about; 69 years ago In New- 
port, N. H- His father was a farmer, 
and not a very prosperous one at that.

legislative committee to Investigate the 
Norfolk1 county affairs made Its report 
to the legislature last nlgrt. It sets 
forth that the commissioners actua y 
spent ' J400.000 on the Dedham oc t 
house, of which all over 5231,000 was l- 
legal tind unauthorized; that the law 
requiring contracts of over $300 to be ad- 
vertised was repeatedly violated; large 
contracts were made without writings, 
and the rights of the public were 
violated.

The Grandson 
and.

Narrowly Escaped. 


Newport, N. H.. June 
6.—About a 


o'clock yesterday afternoon Austin Cor- 
bln and his grandson, Corbln Edgpll, a 
youth of about 11 years, with'flie'latter's 
tutor, Dr. Hunger, left the Corbin liouse, 
about lii miles northwest of this village, 
for a flsMng trip to Cornish mountain. 
The team, a hitherto kind, though lively, 
pair of horses, was In charge 'of John 
Stokes,who has been Mr. Corbln'a coach- 
man both here and In New .York for 
.years. But the horses were hitched up 
J-esterday for the first time, perhaps, 
without blinders. It is thought that Mr. 
Corbln opened a sunshade Just as they 
drove away from the yard. The horses 
at once started to run, and became un- 
manageable. They ran down the de- 
scending western driveway at.a-terrlnc 
speed, and at the turn Into the main road 
all were thrown violently, while the 
horses kept tha road! Dr. Kunger was 
thrown completely over the wall, and 
landed on plowed ground. He received 
severe bruises and a fracture. "Youns 
Edgell suffered a fracture of the leg and 
wrist. 


AUSTIN COKBCT. 


Stokes evidently struck a tree, as 


one of the first, to arrive on the scene ex- 
pressed it, his body was completely 
wound around the tree. He died about 
S o'clock. Mr. Corbln struck the stone 
wall with frightful force, and was ter- 
ribly out and bruised about his head, and 
one of his legs was broken crushed so 
that the bones protruded through the 
flesh.

Upham and Tolles of Claremont 
early arrived at the scene of the acci- 
dent, while Dr. O. G. CUley of Boston 
arrived on a special train about S:30. 


Austin Corbin, who recently attained 


an ambition which he had cherished for 
30 years, In obtaining complete control 
of the entire railroad system on Long 
Island, was a star of the first magnitude 
In the financial firmament. He, was 
the practical ruler of an island of greater 
area and population than many Euro- 
pean kingdoms could boost of half a 
century ago, and he was at the head of 
another great railroad system that grid- 
irons the richest coal district in the 
country. 


From very humble circumstances,'Mr. 


Corbin rose to his opulent position. He 
was born about 69 yeo.rs ago in Xew- 
port, N. H. His father was a farmer, 
and not a very prosperous one at that. 
He gave his son a good education, how- 
ever, and saw him graduated from Har- 
vard Law school at the age of 22. The 
young lawyer practiced for a while in the 
east, and then tried his luck In the west, 
at Davenport, la. He went into the 
banking business there, and~removed to

SHOULD BE APPOINTED BY THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Say Leading Physicians—Tlie IVork Prop- 


erly Belongs to the ^Health Department, 
and Should bo Under Its Control— Such an 
Arrangement "Would Flonso All—"VVouhl 
Also Inpuro Better Results.! 
Physicians throughout thu city are dis- 


cussing the matter of medical inspection 
in the public schools. 
"When the idt>a was 


first broached by members of the school 
board,leading physicians were in general 
record with the mcmVera' views. But since, 
then a change of sentiment has* been expe- 
rienced. , 


Medical men, some of tbe oldest in the 


city, whilo approving the subject uf medi- 
cal inspection, say that whatever good ivos 
intended, was partially destroyed when 
the committee recommended that nine in-' 
specters ohould be appointed. 


There are nine'members ot the .acliool 


board, und tliis is significant; for it ar- 
oused v Huspicion 
that 
eucb. 
mem- 


ber would be permitted to name one in- 
spector, and so the appointment would ba- 
come a matter of personal choice rather 
than qualification. 


A physician, who ranks among . the 


lenders in his profession, said to a Sun're- 
portet: "I have heard a number of physi- 
cians say that the school board made a 
departure in the right direction when it 
advocated this medical inspection. They' 
at once became enthusiastic and pictured 
the results of such work properly per- 
formed. 
But 
they 
dislike*. 
the' 


matter of appointments to assume any- 
thing lite a personal or political aspect,. 
as tha people believe Trill result from the 
appointment o( 'nine' men, by 'nine'- 
others. 


"Now it occurs to mn that really this is 


a matter which should come under the 
jurisdiction of tlie board of health rather 
than the school board. It is their work 
and they should be compelled to attend to 
it. 
"With them should rest the matter o[ 


appointment and control of medical in- 
spectors, and I feel • certain that the .best' 
results would be obtained." 


And the sentiment among those inter- 


ested, drifts along in about the same way. 
It is stated that in Boston, where the, 
Lowell school committee got its informa- 
tion on this subject the inspectors, both as 
to appointments and their duties are in 
control ol the tjoard of health.. They are 
compelled to report to the health depert- 
mant every morning and at stated times 
munt submit a statement of their work and 
receive instructions from the health au- 
thorities. 


One member of the school board is re- 


ported to Lave made the statement that as 
soon on the medical inspectors are . ap- 
pointed they will bo turned over to the 
board of health who will direct their work. 
This would place the latter department in 
ihe same position as the school hoard now 
holds in the school Janitor question..; 


Members of the school committee can- 


not supervise the work ol the medical in-- 
specto'rs, as can the board o( health and it 
might be a wiso provision to refer the 
whole matter to the board ol health.
